There are two more military camps on the 
of Evanston, one of artilley and one of 
infantry. They bring the total of men now 
in the field under Gen, Miles upto nearly 
1800. The infantry, fourteen companies, 
and the artillery, four batteries, marched out 
of Fort Sheridan early yesterday morning and 
they kept the road to Evanston stirred up un- 
i noon. The infantry column marched part 
of the way in a driving rain, 
Everything is ready now for the work of the 
school of field instruction to begin. This 
afternoon at 3 o’clock by way of an opening 
geremonial Gen. Miles will review. all, the 
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troops on the plain west of Evanston. It will 


be an imposing affair, for the troops will be 
formed asa brigade and review carried out 
with much nicety of detail. It has been said 
that this will be the largest review of regulars 
since the war closed, butarmy men say this 
is not so. There were 2,500 Indian fighters 
passed in review before Gen. Miles after the 
Pine Ridge compaign of 1891. Comparison 
of the two affairs shows something of the va- 
riety of army life. 

At Pine Ridge in '91—it was in January—

IN MINARD’S VITAL ORGANS.

Prof. Salisbury of Rush Medical College 
Makes This Discovery and Mrs. Hayes, 


Charged with Murder, Is Discharged= 


Too Much Poison Was Found, and Had It 
Gone to the Organs Through the Stom- 
ach It Could Not Have Been Removed 
as It Was—Detective Arrested. 


Dr. J. H. Salisbury. professor of toxicology 
at Rush Medical Coliege, found ninety-seven 
grains of arsenic in the vital organs of W. C. 
Minard, the lawyer whom. Mrs, Melinda 
Hayes, his mother-in-law, was accused of 
poisoning. “The charge against her was 
abandoned yesterday by the prosecution on 
accountsof the quantity of arsenic found. The 
attorneys on both sides made serious charges 
against each other and C. H. Wiggins, a de- 
tective, was arrested on a charge of perjury. 

Dr. Salisbury was not put on the stand. 
After the body of Minard was exhumed the 
vital organs were given to him for analysis. 
He says he found arsenic in the liver and that 
it was placed there after death, as he «washed 
it out, which he could not have done if it had 
found its way there through the stomach. He 
also found that the undertaker who embalmed 
the body immediately, after death used a 
strong solution of arsenic. Dr. Salis- 
bury said he was approached since the exami- 
nation before Justice Gibbons began by a 
woman representing the defense, who 
wanted to know if information 
they had received regarding the 
quantity of poison found was correct. Her 
information was substantially the same as Dr. 
Salisbury had given the prosecution. The 
woman said the person giving the information 
wanted $400 to prove it in court. Dr. Salis-

The charge of murder against Mrs. Hayes 
was dismissed on motion of the prosecution 
at the close of the afternoon hearing of the 
testimony. When Attorney Edward O’Brien, 
for the prosecution, failed to put on the stand 
Prof. Salisbury and entered a nolle prosse in 
the case, Attorney E. S. Cummings, for the 
defense, sprang to his feet and denounced 
O'Brien and Detective C. H. Wiggins, who 
had given damaging testimony against the 
defense. 

Said It Was Cooked Up. 

„This whole prosecution was a cooked up 
affair, and O’Brien was and is at the bottom 
of it all,“ shouted Attorney Cummings. 
‘Why don’t you put your chemist on the 
stand? he continued, addressing Attorney 
O'Brien. We dare you to do it. We demand 
that he be placed on the stand ana we will 
prove by him that there was enough arsenic 
found in the organs of Ws C. Minard to kill 
thirty, yes fifty, men. It was put there after 
the body was exhumed. We could show also 


that Prof. Salisbury was approached with an 


offer to tell a story on the stand which was 
manufactured and that it would be to his 
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financial interest to do so, but he is a man of 
honor and refused to tell anything but the 
truth concerning his findings. He was here 
this afternoon, Why was he not put on the 


stand? ”’ 
Because within the last twenty-four hours 


woe learned that too much arsenic had been 


found in the remains. How it got there we 
ha ve no means of knowing. said Attorney 
O’Brien. I desire to say to this court, how. 
ever, that my motives in this case were of the 
most honorable character.”’ | 

D“ Oh, yes, that is all right,” broke in Attor- 
ney Cummings. “Your Honor, this man 
O’Brien has been playing the Chicago papers 
for three months. Scarcely a week has passed 
that he has not had something in the papers 
telling what he was going to prove. He has 


proved nothing, but he has held this poor 


woman, Mrs. Hayes, up to the scorn of the 
public. Why, only a short time ago he had a 
biography and picture of himself printed in a 
Chicago paper and refused to pay the bill.’’

Court Ends the Row. 

„% Here, this has gone far enough,“ ob- 
served the court, I suppose the prosecu- 
tion has the right to dismiss the case if it 
chooses to do so. What do you purpose to 
prove by a witness named Robinson if I 
should continue the case to tomorrow?“ asked 
the court, addressing O Brien. 

„ That Attorney Cummings said he would 
pay Robinson $50 to corroborate certain 
other witnesses. 

Is he the same sort of person as this De- 
tective Wiggins!“ asked the court. 

% Mes, answered Attorney O’Brien. 

‘Then you ought to be ashamed to talk 


about putting him on the stand. That man 


Wiggins sat in tha witness-box today and told 
a very queer story tosay the least of it. I 
will dismiss the case. 

Miss Jessie Minard produced a postal card 
from her brother under date of Jan. 1, 1894, 
in which he said he was in bed but improv- 
ing. A week after writing it Mr. Minard 
died. 

C. H. Wiggins testifled that he was a de- 
tective and made his headquarters in the 
office of Attorney Edward O’Brien. He said 
he called at the office of Attorney Cummings, 
in the Kedzie Bicck, some time ago and told 
Cummings he had something of importance 
to the defense in the Minard case. Attorney 
Cummings asked what it was, and the witness 
replied he had reason to believe that what 
arsenic had been found in the stomach of 
M.. Minard had been placed there since the 
exhumation of the body. Then the witness 
said Mr. Cummings said he had a man who 
for $200 would go on the stand and swear 
that he had seen arsenic placed in the jar 
containing the vital organs of W. C. Minard 
after it had been supposed to have been her- 
metically sealed. 

Wanted a Good Liar. 

The detective said Mr. Cummings offered 
to pay him $75 if he would produce a witness 
to corroborate the man who would swear to 
having seen the jar tampered with. Then 
Mr. Cummmgs asked the witness to look up 
the reputation of aman named Robinson, 
whom the witness presumed Mr. Cummings 
desired to use if it was found he was trust- 
worthy. Hedid soand met Mr. Cummings 
Monday night and told him Robinson would 
rather lie than tell the truth. Wiggins and 
Mr. Cummings made various accusations 
against each other in the cross-examination. 
The lawyer asked him if he had not told him 
two men had offered to tell for $200 who had 
stolen the jar containing parts of the vital 
organs of Minard. Wiggins did not remem- 
ber that. 

Attorney Cummings testified that Wiggins 
came to his office and was introduced to him 
by Attorney A.J. Redmond. Wiggins told 
the witness he had important evidence for 
the defense in the Minard case. Then he re- 
vealed how he could arrange so any three per- 
sons whom Attorney Cummings might select 
could be hidden in a room and overhear Dr. 
Irwin, Dr. Lynott, and another man talk 
about the manner in which arsenic had been 
placed in the vital organs of W. C. Minard in 
the office of Dr. Maley. Wiggins, said the 
witness, said it would be shown after the jar 
was opened one of the men in the plot leaned 
over the jar, and taking from his vest pocket 
a package containing arsenic dropped the 
poison into the jar. 

I told the man,” said the witness, that 
his story was preposterous. ‘ Why, surely,’ I 
said to him, you do not expect me to believe 
that men who would be guilty of such a crime 
would talk about it so they could be over- 
heard?’ He said he could start the talk and 
the doctors would tell all we wanted to 
know without any trouble. I never took any 
stock in the fellow’s story. I believed then 
and now believe that he was sent to my office 
by Edward O’Brien, the attorney on the other 


side. 
Say It Was a Scheme. 


After the case had been dismissed Attorney 
O’Brien said: What else could Ido? Here, 
within less than twenty-four hours I learn 
that the chemist found about fifty grains of 
arsenic in the vital organs of the deceased. 
Of course, it would be foolish to proceed 
after that to put the chemist on the stand, 
We know nothing about how that arsenic got 
into the jar. I tried this case fairly and on 
its merits.”’ 

„It was a miserable scheme, and it failed 
of its purpose, said Attorney Cummings. 
don't blame Miss Jessie Minard. She 
came here to arrange some matters in the 
Probate Court concerning her brother's 
estate, and was talked into this affair. There 
are others in the case who ought to be behind 
the bars, where they tried te send Mrs. 
Hayes, and they may get there.“ 

Before court adjourned Attorney O’Brien 
offered an apology for any harsh things he 
might have said regarding Attorney Cum- 
mings. The latter said he had no apologies to 
make. He meant all he had said about 
O’Brien and Wiggins. He emphasized this by 
swearing out a warrant for Wiggins’ arrest, 
charging him with perjury. Wiggins was ar- 
rested just as he left the building and taken 
before Justice Hoglund, who held him for 
trial Aug. 24 on a bond of $1,000.

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PARDRIDGE LET OUT. 


FAMOUS PLUNGER’S RELEASE FROM 
WASHINGTONIAN HOME.

Mysterious Scrap of Paper Said to Have 
Been Found Addressed to Ex-Judge 
Prendergast- Attorney Deakin Gets the 
Note and Gets a Habeas Corpus Writ= 
When It Is Presented It Is Found 
Pardridge Is Not in the Home«What 
the Family Thinks of the Affair. 


_ Early last evening the authorities of Wash- 
ingtonian Home were served with a writ of 
habeas corpus issued by Judge Dunne to 
bring before the court this morning the body 
of Edward Pardridge and show cause why 
he should not be released from the custody 
of that institution. But, inasmuch 
as the body of Edward Pardridge is not in 
the possession of the authorities of Was — 
tonian Home, it will bea difficult matt 
them to comply with the court’s order. Some- 
time about noon yesterday Mr. Pardridge’s 
family took him out of the home and to their 


residence on Prairie avenue, where it was said 


last night by his son he had about recovered 
from his indisposition. 

There is a good deal of mystery connected 
with the legal proceedings in the case. Ap- 
plication was made to Judge Dunne during 
the afternoon by Attorney J. Edward Deakin 
for the writ compelling Manager Sum- 
merfield of the Washingtonian Home to 
produce Mr. Pardridge in court. Attorney 
Deakin set forth in his petition that the 
famous Board of Trade plunger was being 
held a prisoner against his will, and in sup- 
port of his contention handed the court a 


crumpled scrap of paper on which was writ- 


ten these words: 
Go to Judge Prendergast and get me out 
of here at once. Give the bearer of this

The note was signed Ed Pardridge,” and 
it was alleged to have been picked up off the 
sidewalk in front of the Washingtonian Home 
in the morning by some person, who delivered 
it to ex-Judge Prendergast’s office. Judge 
Dunne, after hearing the statement of Attor- 
ney Deakin, issued the writ of habeas corpus 
and it was served on Manager Summerfield 
at 6 o’clock last evening. : 

Pardridge Not There. 

Manager Summerfield said Mr. Pardridge 
was not then in his care; that he had been 
taken away from the institution five or six 
hours previously by his friends. He thought 
therefore the effort made by Attor- 
ney Deakin was uncalled for, and 
when the cause was called for hearing 
at9 o'clock this morning in the Criminal 
Court the attorney would then hear some- 
thing calculated to give him quité a surprise, 
Mr. Summerfield would not state the exact 
time when Pardridge was taken away 
from the home, but said it was about 
the middle of the day. His explanation of 
the note incident was to the effect that 
no such document had ever been picked up 
anywhere near the home, and he did not be- 
lieve the action was based upon any plea for 
release made by the inmate. In rather vigor- 
ous language he also denied the stories 
printed that Mr. Pardridge had been sub- 
jected to a “strait jacket or tied to the 
bed during his brief sojourn in the institu- 
tion. 
25 We have no such thing as a ‘strait 
jacket,’ said he, and there was no occasion 
to tie Mr. Pardridge to the bed. He was 
brought here Monday afternoon and when 
his friends came after him today he seemed 
to be all right. 

At Mr. Pardridge’s home last night his son, 
Frederick C. Pardridge, said he had heard of 
the habeas corpus proceedings, but knew 
nothing about them. 

„We took father away from the institution 
today, and he is nowat home. I don’t see 
why the newspapers are making such a sensa- 
tion over him. Idon’t know when the writ 
of habeas corpus was served on Manager 
Summerfield, but if it was not served until 
6 o’clock father was not in his care then. We 
had taken him away from there some time 
before that hour. I don’t care to discuss the 
matter any further. 

Mr. Deakin’s Story. 

J. Edward Deakin, the lawyer who filed the 
application for the writ of habeas corpus is 
associated with ex-Judge Prendergast. ** The 
application, he said, is based on a note re- 
ceived at the office this afternoon from Mr. 
Pardridge. It was directed to Judge Prender- 
gast, He had left the city for Springfield in 
the morning. Ido not know Mr. Pardridge 
nor his handwriting. - I took the note to his 
manager, Mr. Walsh, and his son Willard, 
both of whom declared it to be written 
by Mr. Pardridge. The ‘instructions 
contained in the note -were positive and 
direct. In the absence of Judge Prendergast 
I took the responsibility upon myself to obey 
the instructions. I do not believe the Wash- 
ingtonian Home has any right to hold any 
man against his will. His family ‘has no 
richt to put him into the institution. and, as a

Ho did you receive the note?“ 

„J have nothing to say about how it came 
to us, that it was genuine is beyond doubt.“ 

One of Mr. Pardridge’s close neighbors 
and friends said last night he had been to the 
house in the early part of the evening and seen 
Mr. Pardridge. He djd not know exactly what 
hour his family brought him home, but it was 
during the afternoon. He said Mr. Pardridge 
was one of the most generous and kind heart- 
ed men on the Board of Trade, but that he 
had been unfortunate for the last few days 
and thus gave his enemies an opportunity to 
vent their spleec. 4 member of the 
board said to me only today that Mr. 
Pardridge had put more men on their feet 
than any other man ever connected with the 
Board of Trade, but that a great many of 
them did not have the courage now to come 


out openly and defend him.“ Asked whether

VIEWS OF THREE ILLINOIS STATESMEN. 


Cullom, Palmer, and Biack Comment on 
the Tariff Bill, 


|  Wasnrworox, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special. ]— 


Sentiment in Congress on the passage of this 
tariff bill so far as it can be obtained for pub- 
lication. as might be expected, is based strict- 
ly on party lines. For instance, the two Illi- 
nois Senators take somewhat different views 


of the situation, Senator Cullom on being 


asked to express his views on the commercial 
and political effects of. the tariff bill said, 
„That bill was conceived in sin and brought 
forth in iniquity. If the President approves . 
it or permits it to become a law without in- 
terposing a veto he will stultify himself, after 
charging that it is the product of party per- 
fidy and dishonor. It is filled with inconsist- 
ent absurdities, outrageous discriminations, 
violates Democratic principles, ignores Dem- 
ocratic pledges, admits that the Democratic 
platform of 1892 was a fraud and was pass 
by a kind of sleight of hand per. 
formance. The passage of the bill will 
do the Democratic party no good. 
The people have become convinced it is in- 
capable of conducting the affairs of this great 
country in their interest. The passage of the 
Wilson sugar trust tariff, bill with all the six 
hundred and more Senate amendments re- 
minds me of the story of the woman who 
wanted to marry. On being asked whom she 
wanted she unswered, 0 Lord, anybody. 
The House with all its professions of devo- 
tion to tariff reform are at last ready, as they 
did yesterday, to throw up their hands and 
exclaim, 0 Lord, anything if it can be called 
a tariff bill.“ The Republicans of the Senate 
made a splendid fight and when the Cleve- 
land reformers saw that we were likely to kill 
the bill they at once,in a parliamentary 
sense, stole the bill, got it before the House, 
and agreed to the Senate amendments which 
passed it. 

Palmer Half Satisfied. 


Senator Palmer, on the other hand, had this 
to suy: 1 was very much in favor of a far 
more thorough revision of the tariff, but on 
the whole 1 think this measure will prove 
satisfactory to the people, and most of all be- 
cause of the income tax, That, in my opin- 
ion, is by far the best feature of the bill, and 
it will prove the most popular in the South 
and West. When the price of sugar is raised, 
as it will be, the people will be apt to forget 
or forgive that fact because of the compen- 
sation of the income tax. I do not think that 
the free sugar bill offered in the House 
will pass the Senate. If the differ- 
ential to the trust was stricken out 
the sugar schedule would not be 80 
obnoxious and it might be defended as a rev- 
enue tax. I don’t think a quorom can be 
maintained in the Senate very rng If the 
Président should sign the tariff bill immedi- 


action oh the bills putting coal, iron ore, 
sugar, and barbed wire on the free list. With 
a full Senate and a reasonable time I would 
not be surprised if barbed wire were not put 
back on the free list. I supported the duty 
because I considered it a finished product, 
but the majority of Democrats do not agree 
with me. We are all very anxious to get 
home, and further legislation on the tariff at 
this session is highly improbable.” 

Black Talks Buncombe. 


Gen. John C. Black says: The action 
taken by the House yesterday will be an as- 
surance to the country that the Democratic 
party intends to carry out the whole doctrine 
of tariff reform. I think that the bills to 
place sugar, coal, iron, and barbed wire on 
the free list are probably anticipatory of a 
time when they should have been passed, for 
the reason that the revenue arising from those 
articles, if we may beljeve the reports of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, is absolutely es- 
sential for carrying on the government. If 
so, and if the main bill becomes a law, the re- 
maining bills will probably have to wait until 
the country has more revenue from the opera- 
tions of the regular bill before they are 
enacted into law. If these four bills become 
law, and if the calculations of the Secretary of 
the Treasury are taken to be correct, the gov- 
ernment will have to look to new sources of 
revenue or sell bonds. Either alternative I. 
regard as deplorable. The Democratic party 
can take heart, for it will know that Congress 
is executing its policies, and it may believe 
that in the quieter deliberations of the Senate 
any checks absolutely essential for the safe- 
guarding of the Treasury will be applied. It 
is pretty hard to have to turn this burden 
upon the Senate, but it was for such purposes 
that that body was created and is maintained 
by the people, who, in my judgment, will 
maintain the Senate so long as they maintain 
the government. 


REVISION OF THE BILL NOW GOING ON. 


It Is to Be Presented to Crisp Today for 
His Signature. 

Wasninoton, D. C., Aug. 14.—[Special. ]— 
Enrollment of the tariff bill was completed 
at3 o'clock this afternoon by the House 
clerks and turned over to Chairman Pearson 
of the Committee on Enrolled Bills for final 
revision before being presented to the House 
tomorrow. There are eighty pages of printed 
vellum in this document, each page being 15 
inches long by 10 inches wide, but the print- 
‘ed matter on each page only occupies a space 
12 inches long by 6 inches wide, four lines 
constituting an inch. An estimate placed 12 
words in each line, making 48 lines to a page, 
or a fraction over 46.000 words in the entire 
bill. It is the expectation of Speaker Crisp 
that the bill will be presented for his signa- 
ture as soon as the Honse convenes tomor- 
row, and it will be on its way to the Senate a 
few minutes later for the autograph of Vice- 
President Stevenson.

BILLY MASON’S SLY RESOLUTION RE- 
PEALED BY OONGRESS. 


A Measure That Benefited the Illinois 
Central Not to Stand on the Statute 
Books=—Census Statistics of Home and 
Farm Ownership and Indebtedness in 
OhioceInterview of the Chinese Minis- 
ter with Gresham Touching the New 
Treaty—Patents to Illinois Citizens.

The permit granted to the 
Western Seamen’s Friend Society for the use 
of the pier is exempted from the repeal, The 
facility with which tows may be made up at 
this pier is very apparent, whereas if the pier 
was leased it would be necessary to secure 
tugs to tow the barges into the lake and make 
up the tow in unprotected waters and at great 
cost. Remonstrances from vessel owners, the

Hill at Once Gives Notice of Amendments 
Repealing the Income Tax. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 14.—There was 
buta scattering of Senators present today 
when the Vice-President called the Senate to 
order. At 12:15 àa message from the House 
informed the Senate the House had passed 
bilis placing coal, iron ore, barbed wire, and 
sugar on the free list, in which it asked the 
concurrence of the Senate.

Uncle Sam’s Claim Against the Stanford 
3 Estate Soon to Be Tested. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Aug. 14, There is reason 

to believe the government’s claim against the es- 

tate of ex-Senator. Loland Stanford will be 
tested in the courts before there has been any 
actual default in the payments. Attorney-Gen- 
eral Olney’s notice of the government’s claim has 
interfered somewhat with the closing up of the 
estate, and may result in the closing of the 
university. Under the conditions the Attorney- 
General proposed that if the executrix would 
waive any right she might have by reason of the 
premature bringing of the suit, he would gladly 
consent to have proceedings begin at once.

BIG SPURT IN WHISKY

PASSAGE OF TARIFF BILL OVEB- 
WHELMS TRUST WITH BUSINESS. 


Price Is Jumped Three Cents & Gallon, 
but the Steady Demand Keeps Up- In- 
ternal Revenue Collections at Peoria 
$164,000, Against a Normal $20,000 a 
Day- Binder Twine and Tinplate In- 
dustries Doomed=Iron and Glass Busi- 
ness Picks Up- Hard Times for Potters. 


Prorta, III., Aug. 14.— [Special. — Matters 
were remarkably lively around the whisky trust 
headquarters today over the sudden revival of 
business caused by Congress passing the tariff 
bill. ‘The officials of the trust, to head off the 
speculation, early today issued an order ad- 
vancing prices three cents « gallon all around. 
This did not have the ostensible ef- 
fect, for the heavy demand continued all 
through the day, and the internal revenue co 
lections amounted to more than $164,000. 
For the last two weeks they have amounted 
to scarcely $20,000 a day. Vice-President 
Beggs said there.was really nothing new to 
the situatidn except the increase in prices, 
which he had anticipated in the event of the 
passage of the act. The heavy orders 
are expected to continue until the law 
goes into effect, for whatever advantage is to 
be gained 
signs the bill or allows it to become a law 
without his signature. No meeting of the 
Board of Directors of the whisky trust has 
been called, but one is expected to be held 
within the next few days. No communication 
has yet been received from President 
Greenhut, who is spending “his summer 
vacation at a resort in the East. The 
situation is one of great interest to 
distillers, whether members of the trust or 
not, and some months ago the combine made 
arrangements to reap the benefit. It bor- 
rowed a large sum of money and for some 
weeks has been having its surplus products 
stored in bonded warehouses throughout the 
country regauged. Every effort is now bein 
put forth to have it withdrawn from bond, 
and this is proving a comparatively easy task, 
asall that is necessary is to. pay the tax. 

‘here was more activity around the revenue 
office today than for a number of weeks: 

PirrspukG, Pa., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
There was a wild rush for whisky at the office 
of the Collector of Internal Revenue of this 
district today. as u result of the passage of 
the tariff bill. Hundreds of liquor dealers 
clamored for their whisky which is in bond, 
all being anxious to get it out before the new 
law goes into effect. The bond tax is 
raised from 90 cents to $1.10 a gallon, This 
makes an increase of 20 cents a gallon, or 
about $9 a barrel. Collector Kearns said 
there are about 20,000,000 gallons in bond 
in the Pittsburg district and a great quantity 
of it will be taken out. Twenty new gaugers 
were added to the force to meet the demand 
on the office. 8 

PuHitaDeLpuia, Pa., Aug. 14.— There was 
great activity in the United States internal 
re venue office here today. Distillers are anx- 
ious to get their whisky out of bond and the 
receipts today were phenomenally large. 
There are in bond in this district 37,917 
packages of whisky, containing 1,617,541 
gallons. The largest distiller ir the district 
ulready has withdrawn all his whisky. 

New York, Aug. 14.—[Special.|—The 125 
bonded warehouses of the government in this 
city are crowded from cellar to garret with 
imported goods on which tariff duties 
have not been paid. Deputy Col- 
lector Duryea estimates that 1,500,000 
packages are stored under bond awaiting 
the general decrease m duties. There is esti- 
mated to be over $40,000,000 worth of 
goods on hand. Deputy King estimated to- 
day that the government will receive 
about $30,000,000 in customs duties 
by the withdrawal of goods now in bond in 
this city. The New York warehouses Juue 30 
held 449,163 proof gallons of whisky. By 
July 31 the amount increased to 700,150 
proof gallons,.large shipments being brought 
back from abroad in anticipation of the tariff 
change. Owing to the uncertainty of affairs 
the payment of the tax was left until the last 
minute. 

Cincinnati, O., Aug. 14.—The amount paid 
in here today to take whisky out of bond was 
$175,000. 

St. Louis, Mo., Aug. 14.—The distillery 
men today rushed to the internal revenue 


office to take their goods out of bond. To- 


day's total receipts were the highest ever 
known*here, aggregating $112,215. 


BINDER TWINE TO BE MADE ABROAD. 


Edwin Fitler Says the Tariff Bill Knocks 
Out American Factories. 

PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Aug. 14.—[Special. ]— 
Ex-Mayor Edwin Fitler, who owns the big- 
gest rope mill in che country outside the 
trust, said today of the tariff bill: This 
placing of binding twine on the 
free list virtually transfers the plurt 
from this country to England, _Ire- 
land, and Germany. From 120,000,000 
to 130,000,000 pounds of the twine is made 
in the United States each year and between 
$8,000,000 and $10,000,000 is invested in 
the machinery that turns it out. In Eng- 
land, Ireland, and Germany the wages 
are 60 per cent lower than the 
United States. Of course those countries 
are not prepared as yet to turn out large 
quantities of twine, but they will be soon.“ 
It is to the advantage of importers 
of merchandise to leave goods in the 
bonded warehouse until the law 
goes into effect, when the duties will be re- 
duced. Imports aggregating in value nearly 
$2,000,000, the largest ever bonded here at 
one time, are now in the warehouse. The 
owners will take advantage of the reduction 
in the new law. ä 

Prrrs gung, Pa., Aug. 14.— [Special. — W. 
C. Cronemyer, next to the largest producer of 
tinplate in this country, says the Senate bill 
will kill the business in the United States un- 
less large wage reductions are accepted by the 
employés. This view istaken by the heads 
of the different lines of manufactures. 
They say labor will the first 
to feel the effects of the change. If the em- 
ployés accept the reductions an attempt will 
be made to keep the plants in operation. If 
they refuse the manufacturers say they will 
be compelled to close. “In some lines the 
passage of the tariff bill has already made 
itself felt in this district. by a 
marked revival of business. Stocks in 
ail lines of manufactures had been re- 
duced to a minimum, especially in iron, 
steel, and glass. Today several large orders 
were received by local manufacturers and 
many more are expected.

ALTGELD SAYS IT WILL HELP COUNTRY. 


Tariff Measure Will Give Stability to Au- 
dustrial Conditions. 
Sprincrieup, III., Aug. 14.—[Special.)— 
„The McKinley law made the high water 
mark in the tariff legislation of this country. 
said Gov. Altgeld today. It was followed 
by ruin to its authors, by a pause in business, 
by stagnation in industry, and by an an- 
nual deficit. of over seventy millions of 
dollars in the Treasury.

**T hardly have been able to do my work on 
account of the frequent interruptions from 
men wanting jobs,“ said the section foreman 
to a reporter for Tun Trisune yesterday 
afternoon. ‘*The poor fellows began coming 
early this morning and there has been a con- 
stant stream of them since. There have been 
at least 2,000 men here asking for work. A 
good many tell pitiful stories of want and 
suffering at their homes. They say they struck 
at the command of Debs, and since the termi- 
nation of the strike they have not been able 
to get their old jobs back. From the present 
outlook there will be ten men for every one 
we need when the work of filling in begins. I 
can’t say how many men will be needed to 
do the work, but I’m confident we could get 
3,000 or 4,000 men in less than half a day 
should that many be required.“ 

IL. H. Clark, the engineer in charge of the 
work, said: We hope to have the tracks | 
elevated from Sixteenth street to Twenty- 
third before the winter opens. We will get 
the material from the sand hills along the 
Lake Shore tracks in Northern Indiana. The 
ordinance requires that the work be finished 
within five years. Our mode of operation 
will be this: From Sixty-third street to the 
Station the Rock Island and Lake Shore roads 
use the same right of way. Atno point along 


four tracks, and at some places there are 
eight or ten tracks. While the elevation is 
going forward along the east side of the right 
of way, the other will, remain in constant use 
at present grade. When the east half is fin- 
ished the trains will be shifted to the elevated 
structure, and the old tracks raised. 

Mayor Hopkins was notified officially yes- 
terday that the work of elevating the tracks 
of the Rock Island and Lake Shore had been 
begun at the northern, or down-town, end of 
the proposed structure. Mayor Hopkins said 
when the companies have completed several 
blocks of the structure they will have a 
formal ceremony of some sort in which the 
Mayor and Commissioner of Public Works 
and several other city officials will take part.

EFFEOT OF TARIFF ON NEW YORK 
AND OHIOAGO EXOHANGE3. 


The Eastern Market Responds the Most 
Actively=Effect Has Been Largely Dis- 
counted in ChicagomNew York Opera- 
tors Hope for a Better Era of Specula- 
tion=Foreigners Were Large Buyers of 
American Securities Yesterday=Better 
Demand for Money. 


Securities listed on both the New York and 
Chicago Stock Exchanges have felt the effect 
of action on the tariff. The effect may have 
been discounted to some extent in Chicago, 
but it was much in evidence in New York yes- 
terday. The feeling generally was that there 
would be something of a revival in specula- 
tion, and New York certainly experienced the 
liveliest trading day it has for months. The 
market opened buoyant and generally at an 
advance over the prices of the preceding day. 
For awhile the selling was of unusual magni- 
tude, and speculators had an extremely lively 
time. Blocks of thousands of shares changed 
hands quickly, and the fluctuations ran 
through severai points, But the excitement 
did not last throughont the day, and at the close 
there was a slight reaction, though there was an 
undertone of firmness and speculators felt that 
more active business and higher quotations 
would continue to obtain. A gratifying feature 
of the market was the heavy buying by foreign- 
ers. That was taken to indicate something of a 
return of confidence in American securities. The 
depression which has been existing here, the 
labor troubles, and the inactivity of Congress, 
together with the recent disclosures in regurd to 
the Atchison, have put American securities in an 
unfavorable light with British investors. There 
has been in consequence, a general liquidation 
for mouths, which has been apparent in the ex- 
ports of gold. So if yesterday's trading in the 
interest of foreigners can be accepted in the 
light that Eastern operators regard it, there is 
some slight reason for good feeling. 

The sales on the Chicago Exchange were not 
heavy, and, while the prices obtained closed a 
fraction below the o ning, they were still above 
the siump of a few — ago. it is the first time 
in days, too, that the public has shown any inter- 
est in the market. Nearly all the transactions 
yesterday were for investment. The account 
trading was quite light. Alley L sold around 10.

New York, Aug. 14.—[{Special.]—The opening 
of the stock market this morning was extremely 
exciting.

D. B. Robinson Discusses Atchison Affairs 
Col. Holliday for Receiver. 

D. B. Robinson, First Vice-President of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fé railway com- 
pany, returned from the East yesterday. The 
resignation of President and Receiver J. W. 
Reinhart, he says, will in no way affect the 
management of the road, and it is not likely 
that any changes in leading officiale of the 
company will be made. Mt. Little's report, 
he gays, does not reflect upon the present 
management of the company, as his report 
covers the period only up to the time when 
he (Mr. ovine) took charge of 
the company’s affa 
officer. Even Mr. Little admits that 
the road has been honestly and 
conservatively managed since it went into 
the hands of receivers. Mr. binson says 
his appointment as President pro tem. was 
made after he had left New York, but he has 
been notified of the appointment and will 
commence to exercise the duties of President 
Sept, 1 next. He does not think the troubles 
which resulted from the publication of Ex- 
pert Accountant Little’s report will- in any 
way interfere with the plans of the Reorganiz- 
ation committee and he expects the road will 
be reorganized speedily as originally pro- 
posed. 

A dispatch from Kansas City says it is an- 
nounced there on trustworthy authority that 
Col. C. K. Holliday of Topeka, Kas., will de 
appointed by Judge Caldwell receiver of the 
Atchison, to succeed Mr. Reinhart. Col. Hol- 
liday’s appointment, thedispatch says, would 
be eminently satisfactory to the West, and es- 
pecially to Kansas. He is as well and fa vor- 
ably known in New Mexico, Arizoaa, and 
California as he is in Kansas, 
Holliday obtained the charter of the 
Santa Fé road in 1859 which is now deposited 
in Washington. He was the first President of 
the road and has been identified with its in- 
terests more than thirty-five years. 
through his efforts that in 1863 the Kansas 
grant of 3.000, 000 acres ot land’ was ob. 
tained. Col. Holliday is said to be the choice 
af the American stockholders, he being one 
of the heaviest stockholders of the road.

Says the Convict Labor Policy Is Carrying 
Out the State Amendment. 

SprinGFigLp, III., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
Gov. Altgeld has read the articles published 
in Tue Trrpune during the last few days in 
reference to the protests from cigarmakers 
against the manufacture of cigars at Joliet 
Penitentiary. In explaining the situation to- 
day the Governor said: In order to 
comply with the constitutional amendment 
and to do away with the contract system 
we determinea to reduce the number of men 
who should work at any one industry to 100. 
As we have about 1,500 men in the prison it 
was necessary for the Commissioners to start 
a large number of new industries. 
This was especially difficult because of 
the hard times, but by herculean efforts the 
Commissioners have succeeded in getting 
eight or nine industries established. They 
determined, among other things, to put a 
number of men at work making 
a cheap grade of cigars to be sold 
in those markets outside of this 
State where they use cheap cigars. There was. 
of course, a protest from the cigarmakers’ 
organization. as there always is when any new 
industry is introduced, but the Commissioners 
could not heip themselves. They have started 
a cigar shop and are working twenty- 
five or thirty men at it. That is 
all there is to this whole matter. 
If this method of carrying out the constitu- 
tional amendment does not succeed then 
there will be no way left except to go back to 
the contract system.

Mayor Hopkins was exceedingly indignant 
yesterday on accountof the action of the 
People’s party Central com mittee in having ad- 
dressed a letter to him requesting him not to 
interfere with Saturglay’s convention.

Pian to Block Altgeld. 

Steps have already been taken by the Mayor 
and the local campaign committee to prevent 
Gov. Altgeld from executing his plan to block 
Franklin MacVeagh’s nomination by helping 
Populists elect some of their Legislative can- 
didates. Many of the local Democrats who 
are dissatisfied with Hopkins naturally 
flocked to Altgeld when they learned 
of the Governor’s intention. It is 
believed some steps had been taken to or- 
ganize these people ina way. There are sev- 
eral men who were members of the last Leg- 
islature who will assist in this move, and even 
if an organization is not effected a pretty 
thorough understanding will be reached. 

Another thing that puts Mayor Hopkins on 
the alert, and it is an excellent reason why he 
should desire that the Legislature be Demo- 
cratic and to an extent under his control, is 
that he is afraid of police legislation next 
winter. It has come to his ears that certain 
Altgeld Democrats, who will be members of 
the next General Assembly, are willing to 
join with the Republicans in passing a law 
that will take the Chicago police force out of 
the hands of the Mayor. If such a law should 
be passed, providing it is properly framed 
with an emergenzy clause, the Police Depart- 
ment could be reorganized before the city 
election next spring. Hopkins knows that 
without the police force he would not stand 
a ghost of a show of reélection. This is more 
important to him than the election of Mr. 
MacVeagh. 

When the State committee met shortly after 
the Democratic State convention it was given 
out that the campaign would open Aug. 20. 
This is next Monday, and not a step has been 
taken in that direction. Mr. MacVeagh is 
down East enjoying himself and no one has 
been found who has sufficient influence to in- 
duce him to come home. His absence is the 
‘cause of more or less complaint on the part 
of country politicians, who are anxious to 
have the tight commence. 


REPUBLICANS ARE IN GOOD SHAPE. 


By Sept. 1 Their Plans Will Be Perfect= 
Outlook for the Populists. 

The Republicans are actively engaged in 
organizing for the campaign and by Sept. 1 
the party will be in better shape to meet the 
enemy than it has been for years. The Ex- 
ecutive committee met yesterday and will 
hold another meeting today. The Dem- 
ocratic Executive committee was also in 
session yesterday. Most of the time was de- 
voted tothe details attending the canvass 
now in progress. 

Some discussion is likely to be created 
among the various interests making up the 
labor convention, which is callea for Satur- 
day, on account of the makeup of the ticket. 
The trades unions will control the conve ntion 
and the Populists proper, who are accorded 
130 delegates, are charged with wanting to 
name the entire ticket. The fact that few 
names have been mentioned in connection 
with the nominations will make the selection 
of a ticket exceedingly laborious, unless some 
one has acut and dried program. Of course 
every one knows that the City Hall people 
have such a plan, but if the real labor 
people have their way the alleged delegates 
elected by the City Hall ward meetings will 
not get into the convention. Franz Koch, a 
Sixth Ward banker, who ie a member of the 
firm of Sharr. Koch & Co., seems to be the 
most frequently mentioned for the Treasurer- 
ship nomination. Robert Lindblom is also 
spoken of in this connection. Jesse Cox is 
talked of for County 3 and one or two 
leaders speak of John J. nickerbocker. +: 
B. Adair, who is connected with the Vews me- 
chanical department, may be nominated for 
Sheriff. Richard Powers. President of the 
Seamen’s Union, is regarded as an available 
man. In all quarters where political labor 
talk is heard the opinion seems to be unan- 
imous that none of the candidates of either of 
the other political parties will be indorsed.

At the very moment when Chairman Wil- 
son was announcing his surrender to the Sen- 
ate he said: If we have not been able to get 
all that the mandates of the people told us to 
get, all that the high enthusiasm of the people 
expected us to get, we have made some breach 
in the protective system through Which the 
hosts of American freemen will continue to 
march.“ The Democrats applauded these re- 
marks. 

Therefore, if Mr. Wilson speaks for the 
Democratic party, its candidates for Congress 
will not tell the voters this fall that the bill 
which is juet passed is a finality, or that the 
Democrats will permit it to remain unchanged 
as long as did the act of 1846. The people 
will be asked to make the next House Demo- 
cratic, so that it may pass a new tariff bill as 
severe as or severer than the Wilson bill. 
The voters of Illinois will be asked to send 
Mr. MacVeagh to the Senate to offset Gor-

ward march. So, not even content with this Sen- 
ate bill, not even content with what. attacks it 
makes upon their industries, these men at the 
moment when they feel their personal discredit 
by submitting to the bill, announce to us that it 
is only the herald of future attacks upon the bus- 
iness industries of this country. Has not this 
country suffered enough during the last twelve 
months that these men should come and assure 
it that their ravages are to continue? 

So, if Mr. Wilson bas his way, the working- 
men of the United States will be asked this 
fall to vote that their wages be cut down 
some more, as if the reductions they have al- 
ready undergone are not enough. They will 
be informed that if the Democrats remain in 
power the next. Congress, which will meet in 
December, 1805, or which can meet in March 
of that year if the President chooses to call 
a special session, will prepare another and 
more radical tariff bill. If the Democrats 
should be successful this fall then the un- 
pleasant scenes of this year and last will be 
repeated. The manufacturers, all at sea 
again, will begin closing down or cutting 
wages still more and preparing themselves 
fur the farther step towards free trade. 

If the’ Democrats make their fight on the 
lines laid down by Mr. Wilson then there will 
be an animated campaign. There need be 
no fears as to the outcome. The people have 
suffered and learned so much in the last year 
that the mandate of 1892 will not be re.

Briggs and Smith are the! atest— 
where teachers in theological seminaries have 
been brought to trial on account of the al- 
leged heretical doctrines which they im- 
planted in the minds of students. The case 
of Prof. Ely of the University of Wisconsin 
is the first where a man has been brought up 
for trial on charges affecting his soundness as 
an instructor in political economy. 

The defendant, who is the dean of the 
school of economics, political science, and 
‘history in the University of Wisconsin, must 
appear next. week before a committee of the 
Board of Regents to make answer to charges 
preferred by the Superintendent of Public 
Instruction, They are as follows: 

Somewhat more thana year ago a strike oc- 
curred in the office of the Democrat Printing 
company, the State printers.

He also demanded of the proprietors that 
their office should be made a union office, threat- 
ening to take his printing away if they did not 
comply, Upon the refusal of his repeated de- 
mands Prof. Ely withdrew his printing, in form- 
ing them that he had always been in the habit of 
dealing with union offices. In conversation with 
one of the proprietors he said that where a 
skilled workman was needed a dirty, dissipated, 
unmarried, unreliable, and unskilled tramp of a 
union man should be employei in preference to 
the industrious, skillful, trustworthy* non-union 

man who isa head ofa family. He also stated 
that the latter would have no ground of com- 
plaint, as he could easily remove the objections 
to him by joining the union, and that conscienti- 
ous scruples against joining the union would 
prove the individual to be a crank. 

If Prof. Ely did and said these things which 
he is charged with doing and saying then he 
is hardly the person to occupy the position he 
holds now. It is eminently proper for him 
to study strikes and strikers, for they are a 
part of his special field of study. It is right 
that he should study the manners and cus. 


- toms of the walking delegate and find out to 


what extent he is sincere and to what extent 
he is a demagogue, But when an investiga- 
tor of strike phenomena becomes an active 
participant in one, then his judgment becomes 
clouded, Instead of a student he becomes a 
partisan, and his usefulness asa teacher is 
impaired. If it be true, as alleged, that 
Prof. Ely prefers a dirty, unreliable, and un- 
skilled union tramp te a competent, trust- 


worthy non-union man, then he is a foolish 


said or written for the purpose of ascer tain · 
ing and passing on his views on all kinds of 
subjects. Whatever he may think about 
strikes, he is far from being the Socialist that 
some persons have intimated he was. He is 
as yet a firm believer in individualism, which 
isincompatible with socialism. He believes 
that municipalities should do many things 
which are left to private enterprise, and does 
not seem to appreciate always the practicul 
difficulties which lie in the way. He thinks 
that there are evils connected with the pres- 
ent social system, and would like to see those 
evils removed, but he does not think social- 
igs will do it.

WHY cockRAN DISLIKES THE SENATE 
BILL. 

Mr. Bourke Cockrdn said in his remarks 
attacking the Senate bill that the measure 
which we are now asked to pass is a incre ob- 
noxious protective measure than the McKin.- 
ley act which it is designed to supplant.” 
This statement, which was greeted with cries 
of dissent from the Democratic side of the 
House, was subsequently explained by him. 
Said he: When all get protection the same 
all get protection alike, But the Senate bill 
gives protection only+in spots and in unfair 
proportions.” 

While Mr, Cockran would be hopelessly 
wrong were he to say that the bill which Con- 
gress has just passed gives more protection to 
the industries and workingmen of the country 
than does the present law, he is not out of the 
way when he comments on the inequalities 
and incongruities of the Senate measure, 
The McKinley law sought to deal with all. in- 
dustries alike and give each an adequate 
measure of protection. The handiwork of 
Messrs. Gorman, Brice, Smith, etc., deals 
tenderly with some interests and ruthlessly 
with others. 

The New Jersey Senator, looking out for 
his own State, managed to save the silk work- 
ers from a serious cut. But he was not 80 
fortunate as regards pottery. He had prom- 
ised to secure a little more protection than 
the Wilson bill gave. He failed to do it. and 
the potteries will close if the employés do not 
submit to a heavy cut in wages, The men 
agree with the manufacturers that they can- 
not hope for as good pay as they got under 
the McKinley law. . 

Senator Murphy managed to keep the duties 
on collars ana cuffs at about the old rate, but 
most of the other duties in tne same schedule 
are reduced disproportionately. Some kind 
friend was able to secure fora certain kind of 
wire neurly thrice the protection it enjoys 
now, but about all the other items on the 
metals schedule are cut mercilessly, but not 
evenly. 

Mr. Cockran objects to the Senate bill also 
because when the bill passes and industries 
begin to revive those which have the most pro- 
tection will recover most rapidly and hence 
the people will begin to blame the Democrat- 
ic party and with manifest justice will assert 
that protection is the proper thing.“ Mr. 
Cockran does not want that to happen. He 
is for a bill which will give all industries an 
equally violent blow on the head so that they 
will get up together if they get up at all. 

Of course those industries which are de- 
prived of the smaller percentage of protection 
by the new bill will be the first to improve 
and wages in them will be cut the least. But 
that is an argument in favor of protection and 
not of free trade. Had the Democrats kept 
their hands off and said last year that the 
McKinley law was not to be touthed there 
would have been no wage cuttings and no 
business disturbances. Those industries 
which have been deprived of the most protec- 


tion will be the slowest to revive, if they re- 


vive at all, and the men engaged in them will 
be the ones whose wages will suffer most se- 
verely. Mr. Cockran is grieved because all 
do not suffer alike. 


LOW TARIFF MEANS LOW WAGES. 

Tue Tripune stated yesterday that on the 
lines in which the industries of the United 
States will be affected the country is con- 

‘fronted with a reduction of about one-quarter 
from the present tariff. A closer examina- 
tion of the measure shows that the estimate 
was a very moderate one, nearly correct in a 
certain sense, but notin the most important 

one. The actual duties under the McKinley 
bill are figured out as amounting to 4914 per 
cent. on the original valuation of the goods 
imported. Those of the Senate bill average 
about 30 per cent, omitting sugar, which is 
not dutiable under the present law. The dif- 
ference between these two is 1914 per cent of 
the original value of the goods, but is not less 
than 39 per cent of the duties as they would 
have been collected were the McKinley law to 
continue in force. 

Of course it is understood that the amount 
of duty paid depends on the quantity of 
goods as well as on the tariff rate, so that it is 
not possible to figure with extreme precisien 
in regard to the future, But approximately 
it may be said that the average dollar of pro- 
tection furnished by the McKinley law ie re- 


duced to 60 cents of protection by the new 


one passed by the Democrats in power. At 
once the business-men of the United States 
who have been carrying on commercial and 
manufacturing enterprises will begin to figure 
on what they can afford to pay for material 
and ſua bor in order to compete with European 
manufacturers. Some of them will have to 
figure on more, and some on less, than a 40 
per cent of reduction, but on the average the 
dollar of protection to home industry will be 
cut down to 60 cents. 

The wage scales of the whole country will 

ve to conform to this. Such of them as al- 
ready have been reduced part way, because of 
the prevailing depression in advance of the 
fact, will have to submit to the remaining re- 
duction, and those which have not yet been 
pared down must face the whole of the cut 
necessary to meet the increased competition 
by foreign producers, The rule will apply to 
all of the elements which enter into the last 
selling prices of articles, this including the 
getting out of raw material, and the wages of 
transportation service and other handling, as 
well as the final processes of manufacture. 
There is no escape from this. No strikes, 
boycotts, peaceable walkouts, or riotous 
destruction of property and assaults on the 
person can alter that iron rule by one particle. 

The new tariff makes a reduction of about 
$300,000 in the duties on goods lying in the 
bonded warehouses of | this city alone waiting 
for a chance to be put on the market. The 
New York warehouses contain vastly more. 
All these goods will come out and others pour 
in upon us from Europe in all the greater 


volume for the long delay. The moment 


prices now that the duties which protected us 
from undue European competition have been 
reduced 40 per cent, and therefore we cannot 
pay you the former rate of wages. We are 
obliged to reduce the wage scale to ‘corre. 
spond with the reduction of protection, and 
‘there is nothing to arbitrate’ on that im- 
portant point, If you will not take the lower 
wages we offer you may go home. We are 
not going to operate at a loss if we can help 
it,and no trades union or combination of 
unions can make us do it.“ 

This is the position that must be taken by 
the three or four hundred thousand employers 
of labor in the United States whose opera- 
tions will be more or less affected by the new 
tariff; and if the workers do not accept the 
situation they must go home, no matter what 
their professional agitators may have to say 
about it. There will be no possibility of mak- 
ing one set of men contribute to pay others to 
remain idle, because all will be affected, and 
soon it willdawn upon the dullest compre- 
hension among the toilers that the employer 
cannot be forced to pay wages so high as to 
net hima losson the business. The men 
may exercise their constitutional right to re- 
fuse to work at the wages offered, but they 
cannot prevent the employer from exercising 
his constitutional right to shut up shop and 
go out of business rather than to continue it at 
a loss, 


> 
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ANOTHER BOYCOTT PROPOSED. 
Several thousand railroad men went out 
ona strike last month for the purpose of 
making the roads force Mr. Pullman to arbi- 
trate with his men. They failed, and very 
many of them have not got back the places 
they left. Among these unfortunates are a 
number who worked on the Chicago and 
Northwestern and the Milwaukee and St. Paul 
roads. Such is their anxiety to get back that 
in spite of their recent bad luck with boycotts 
they da ve gotten up another which they hope 
will compel the roads to reémploy them, 

Large quantities of Milwaukee beer are 
shipped over these two lines and the freight 
charges form quite au item in their earnings. 
So these ex-railroad ernployés have called on 
the members of the American Railway Union 
and of all other unions to stop drinking the 


beers of Milwaukee. They reason that if this 


is dono the shipments of beer will stop, the 
freight earnings of the Northwestern and St. 
Paul roads will dwindle, and the officers of 
those two roads will cry out to their old em- 
ployés, Come back and be forgiven.”’ 

The ex-strikers would not dream of influ. 
encing the roads by a boycott of this kind if 
they were not aware of the great consumption 
of beer by workingmen. Itislarge. A great 
deal of their money makes its way to the 
brewory via the saloon. So would not it be bet- 
ter for the wage-workers if instead of trying 
to boycott the beer made in one city they 
boycotted all beer? The thirsty union man 
will not stop to ask whether his cool, refresh- 
ing beer comes from Milwaukee or Chicago. 
So the attempt to check the consumption of 
the Cream City product will amount to noth- 
ing. But if the workingmen were not to 
drink beer at all they would find that the re- 
duction in wages, due to the Democratic tariff 
policy, had been compensatea for in part 
They would tind also that they were able to 
do more and better work than when they were 
perpetually dropping their tools to take a 
drink. ! ö 

It may be that if the strikers had not been 
in the habit of drinking as much beer they 
would have had cooler and wiser heads and 
would not have been captivated by the frothy 
eloquence of Debs, but would have kept their 
places. They are the men who should begin 
at once to boycott beer and all other forms of 
drink. That will diminish their expenses and 
will clear their brains so that they will see that 
there is no way in which they can boycott 
themselves back into their places. A boycott 
deprives people of work often; it never gets 
jobs for them. 


ALTGELD FALSIFIES FACTS. 

Gov. John P. Altgeld has taken the trouble 
to inform an ignorent World that the aver- 
age seiling price of the products, not alone of 
this country, but of the world, have been ar- 
bitrarily reduced upward of 40 per cent by 
government action in reducing the volume of 
money in the world.“ Thegentleman cannot 
adduce any statistics to sustain this assertion. 
On the contrary, all the facts of the case ab- 
solutely disprove it. 

Aug. 16 of last year the Director of the 
United States Mint estimated the following 
as the stocks of money in the principal coun- 
tries of the world, having an aggregate popu- 
lation of a little more than 1,200 million peo- 
ple: Gold, 3,583 millions; silver, 4,043 
millions, of which 3,489 millions are full 
legal tender; and uncovered paper, 2,636 
millions. For all the people in the world 
Mullhall estimated the stock of gold money 

o be about 4,025 millions in 1890. We 
may take the mint figures as representing the 
specie money used in trade, and have a total 
of 7,625 million dollars, or just about three- 
quarters of the total production of both metals 
in the four centuries that have elapsed since 
Columbus discovered the New World. If the 
greater portion of the silver money be worth 
for buying purposes no more than the bullion 
value of the metal contained in the coins 
Gov. Altgeld has no right to complain about 
that, seeing he professes to want all the silver 
to be put in a position where it could not cir- 
culate at a premium over its bullion value. 

Never before in the history of the world 
was there so much money in existence as 
now, either in the aggregate or per capita, 
and never before had the total of money 80 
much buying power as at present. So Altgeld 
is entirely wrong as to his alleged fact, and 
his conclusions in regard to the effect must 
be worthless. since the only value there is to 
money is what consists in its power to buy 
other things. : 

There has been no such reduction in the 
„volume of money, nor any reduction at 
all. The cessation of free silver coinage in 
India has not taken outof circulation a 
single rupee that existed previous to the 26th 
of June of last gear. The silver circulates 
there just as it did before, anda refusal to 
add to ite volume is not a reduction. The 
United States now has in circulation a little 
more than twice the 776 millions that it had 
twenty years ago, and immensely increased 
its silver circulation asa consequence of the 
legislation of four years later. It made 
another big increase in its silver money under 
the legislation of tour yeurs ago, and has not 
lessened the volume” by a single dollar 
since the repeal of last November. Nor is 


there any actual scarcity of money in this 


from which he would date his alleged reduc- 
tion of 40 per cent in prices. Also he ought 
to know that if owing to the adoption of the 
crazy quilt scheme he advocates the buying 
power of money were greatly reduced, the 
people would have to pay in taxes twice as 
many dollars on the new basis as they now

Altgeld’s silly communication to the New 
York World stamps him as one of those fel- 
lows who draw on their imaginations for facts 
and on their memories for original ideas. He 
does not state facts and the notions he enter- 
tains are those which have been trotted out 
time and again by the advocates of Socialism 
and of communistic confiscation of the prop- 
erty of every man who has managed to savea 
little by self-denial, instead of spending every 
dollar as fast as it was earned. His presence 
in the Gubernatorial chair of the State of 
Illinois is a standing disgrace to the intelli- 
gence and honest regard for the rights of oth-

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THE STRIKE AND THE BUILDING TRADES. 

During last month permits were taken out 
for the erection of 626 buildings in this city 
with an aggregate frontage of 15,301 feet 
and to cost an estimated total of $2,181,420. 
These figures are nearly equal tothe corre- 
sponding ones for July of last year, but they 
are almost one-quarter lessin frontage and 
number and one-third less in amount of cust 
than the permits taken out last June. The 
totals are less than those for any other month 
since January, and the figures for that wintry 
month represented a costof only $78,000 
less than those for July. The falling off is a 
forcible exposition of the baneful effects of 
the strike against the railroads, which began 
June 26. Previously there had been a dis- 
position on the part of men having the use of 
spare capital to takeadvantage of the low price 
of material and of the lower wages in some 
departments, to arrange for the construction 
of buildings, in spite of the poor demand both 
for business and residence purposes. But the 
strike against the railroads and the consequent 
interruption to the movement of freight 
created a discouragement additional to that 
due to fears that the strike would spread be- 
yond its original area. So the contracts let 
for the erection of buildings were something 
like a million dollars less than they would 
have been for last month if Debs had not 
issued the causeless, unjust, wicked order to 
tie up the railroads having terminalis in this 
city. There are no indications that this de- 
cadence of activity will be made up in this or 
following months, and the men engaged in 
the building trades have to thank Debs 
and hie fellow conspirators far the loss of 
nearly a million dollars in wages, as very 
nearly all the cost of the finished building is 
given to it by labor. And this great loss is 
less than one-eightieth part of the total of 
loss in wages, property, and business profits 
that resulted from that infamous attack upon 
the business of the country through the rail- 
roads.

ELEVATOR AND BOARD OF TRADE MEN. 

The elevator war on the Chicago Board of 
Trade has been ended by a compromise, the 
terms of which will be observed by both 
parties to the contest, though probably it is 
not satisfactory to either. The warehouse- 
men have agreed to a reduction of one-twelfth 
of a cent a bushel for every ten doys' term 
of storage, this amounting to about three 
cents per year. Also they have agreed not to 
buy grain in the interior except at competing 
points, toship none but the off grades of 
grain, keeping the contract grades here, and 
to have supervising inspectors placed in any 
house when that may be desired by the 
directors of the board. The reductionin the 
storage rate will bea benefit to the grain 
trade in general. 

It may be difficult to define competing 
points under the agreement, since the number 
of points at which there is not more or less of 
competition is a very small percentage of the 
whole. It is open to question if the agree- 
ment that the warehousemen shall sell the 
contract grades here and have permission to 
ship the lower grades will be more of a bene- 
fit or an injury to the receiving class who in- 
sisted on some concessions. The tendency 
now is to keep the contract grades piled up 
here for many months in succession while 
the No. 3 wheat and the rejected corn move 
out freely. It hardly is, desirable that this 
condition be intensified, and perhaps it will 
not be by the change. But itis well that the 
difficulty is settled and that the warehouse- 
men have consented to have all their houses 
made regular under the new amendment to 
the rules of the board. But for that the re- 
sult of the conflict might have been a great 
embarrassment near the close of the year to 
the men who own the grain in the houses that 
then would not have been regular, because 
none of that grain could have been délivered 
out on contracts after next New-Year’s day, 


Tue President will not veto the tariff bill, 
therefore it will take effect within a day or 
two if he signs it, or within eleven or twelve 
days if he chooses to let it become a law 
without his signature. Therefore it may not 
be amiss to mention one or two of its pro- 
visions which may have been forgotten. The 
greatly reduced duties on woolen goods do 
not become operative until the Ist of Janu- 
ary. Therefore no woman need expect to see 
the dry goods stores blossoming out with for- 
eign novelties. Wool becomes free at once, 
but the American manufacturer is given a 
chance to work off fabrics made from wool 
which has paid duty before the competing 


‘goods are admitted at the lower duties. The 


increase in the whisky tax takes effect at once, 
so that goods not out of bond by the time the 


law goes into force will pay the 20 cents ad- 


ditional. The duties on raw sugar become 
operative immediately, but the trust has so 
much on hand that it will not import any for 
months. The income tax provision applies 
to this year’s income. The tax will have to 
be paid on or before July 1, 1805.

After Baron Ashbourne, Baron Herschell, 
the Marquis of Clanricarde, and other persons 
had spoken for and against the bill Lord 
Salisbury arose to speak in opposition to the 
measure. He began by commenting upon 
the weakness of the arguments made in de- 


tense of the bill, and said that his task was 


thus made easy. While unjustifiably accusing 
the late government of being devoid of com- 
passion for the tenants who had been evicted 
from their homes in Ireland, Baron Herschel! 
bad shirked discussion of the mainspring of 
the bill—namely: The powers of the arbi- 
trators who were forcibly imposed upon the 
landlords. 

Lord Salisbury instanced the case of Arbi- 
trator Fottrell, who was an ex-solicitor of the 
Land League and a professed sympathizer 
with the doctrines of Michael Davitt. It was 
impossible for the arbitrators to be impartial. 
It was the worst kind of despotism to invest 
such men with the unbridled powers the bill 
proposed. It was useless to plead that the 
bill was exceptional, It was impossible to 

make exceptions where human passions were 
concerned, and prizes were offered to the 


' greed of large bodies of men. The passage 


of the bill would still leave a sore to be dealt 
with, Was the government going to iatro- 


Salisbury denied that the House of Lords 
was a landlord's house. They were threatened 
with abolition, but he had noticed that in 
France, when the second chamber was abol- 
ished,¢he extinction of the lower chamber 
followed immediately. He concluded by ex- 
pressing the hope that the House would do 
their duty and reject this dangerous measure. 

Lord Rosebery replied, reproaching Lord 
Salisbury for indulging in gibes and jokes 
and said his levity had made it incumbent on 
him to take a more responsible view of the 
subject of the eviction of these tenants.

OLD TIME BOOM AMONG THE BROKERS. 


News of the Passage of a Tariff Bill En- 
~ iwens Wall Street. 

New York, Aug. 14,.—[Special.]—It has 
been many à day siace Wall street experi- 
enced such a rush of business as it had for a 
few hours today. Brokers who have been in 
the dumps for months and have had hard 
scratching to pay expenses were rushing 
about like wild men five minutes after the ex- 
changes opened for business and many could 
not attend to all the orders that poured in on 
them. It was ali because of the news that the 
tariff bill had been passed. Foreign houses 
showed how the news was received abroad by 

lacing large buying orders with their brokers 

ere. Prices, as soon as the exchanges 
opened, went up with a jump. The wild 
fluctuations served only to increase the ex- 
citement, and it was thought that an old time 
„boom was on. The tickers could not 
record the quotations as fast as they were 
made and many customers’ orders were not 
executed at prices given by them. 

In the galleries of both the Stock and Con- 
solidated Exchanges there were crowds of 
persons and the corridors on the main floor of 
the latter exchange were well nigh impassa- 
ble owing to the crowds that struggled to get 
to the rail and place orders with their brokers. 
On the street and among the banks the gener- 
al talk was on the tariff and the beginning of 
better times now that a decision had been 
reached. Bankers said they already felt an 
increased demand from the interior for 
money, and regard the big loan which the 
whisky men need as the inning of the put- 
ting out of some of the millions now on de- 
posit in the banks. It has been months since- 
such a rosy view has been taken of the busi- 
ness outlook by Wall street as was expressed 
by the bankers and brokers today. They all 
predict ahealthy but not too rapid recovery 
from the extreme dullness which has charac- 
terized the business of the entire country 
since the tariff question began to be discussed 
in Congress. 

The trade this morning almost to a man re- 
fuses to quote prices on whisky or spirits. 
They all said: Wait until we get posted. 
All dealers were at sea as to the bearing of 
the tariff issue upon their business. Efforts 
were made today to negotiate a loan of 
$5,000,000 from bankers in this city for the 
purpose of taking spirits out of bond. Much 
speculacion is being indulged in as to the 
ability of distillers to get their goods out of 
bond before the new tariff bili can 
become active. The clause applying to 
spirits says that it will become oper- 
ative on and after its passage. Consequently 
the time which the distillmg company has in 
which to remove its goods is the interim be- 
tween its passage and its acceptance by the 
President. If the President allows it to be- 
come a law through the ten days’ limitation, 
as now seems probable, distillers will have 
ample time to tax-pay and remove their goode.

company has had gaugers at work for some 
weeks, and that it is now proposed to tax-pay 
the bulk of its goods on short notice. It has 
a certain length of time after payment to 
remove the goods to free warehouses.

INFLUX OF EXPERT DIAMOND CUTTERS. 


Charged with Being Imported in Defiance 
of Contract Labor Law, 

New Yorx, Aug. 14.—([Special.]|—During 
the last month forty-six expert diamond cut- 
ters have come to this country from Amster- 
dam, Holland. Samuel Gompers, President 
of the Aincrican Federation of Labor, believes 
these men were imported into this country in 
defiance of the contract labor law and has so 
notified the Investigation Bureau. But all the 
diamond cutters deny that they were engaged 
on the other side and swear they came here 
looking for work. Acting Emigration Com- 
missioner McSwéeney at first could learn 
nothing to the contrary But Mr. McSweeney 
ordered his inspectors to make some inguiry 
among diamond brokers concerning this sud- 
den influx of the diamond cutters. The in- 
spectors learned that diamond cutting had 
not been brisk in this country. There are 
only a fewhundred expert cutters here, but 
during the last five years they have been idle 
about one-third of the time. Aside from this 
fact their wages have decreased greatly. He 
learned also that the diamond house of Zilver 
Bros., one of the wealthiest in Amsterdam, 
had been brought bodily to this country and 
the factory will be opened this week, 

President Gompers said today: Mr, Zil- 
ver comes to New York and takes advantage 
of the tariff we put on diamonds. The men 
who have been engeged in the diamond cut- 
ting trade here have had touglf® treatment. 
Their wages have been cut sooften that a 
first-class workman cannot nowearn more 
than $1.50 per day. This isa little more, I 
guess, than they get on the other side. If Mr. 
Zilver had come here and hired American 
workingmen it would have been a good thing 
for the diamond cutters here, He has brought 
his own workingmen with him. The result 
will be that the American diamond cutter is 
liable to haveanother slice taken off his wages 
in the near future. This being the case, the 
labor contract law is a farce.”’ 

Four more diamond cutters arrived today 
on the steamer P. Caland. They told the 
same story to Mr. McSweeney that was told 
by all the others.

Tau, my friends, have read with amaze- 
ment the charges which have been brought 
against me. It is said that I not only believe 
in strikes and boycotts, but have justified and 
encouraged them, having given counsel and 
assistance to striking printers in the City of 
Madison, Wis., and having entertained a 
walking delegate at my house, with whom 1 
was in constant consultation while he was 
managing the strike. It is alleged that I de- 
manded that a printing office which was do- 
ing some printing fora society of which I 
was Secretary should become a union office, 
that Itold one of the proprietors that the 
most disreputable union printer was prefer- 
able to the most upright and skillful non- 
union man,and that finally I withdrew the 
printing when my demands were not acceded 
to. It is stated that my opinions as expressed 
in my books are socialisticand anarchistic, 
affording ‘a seeming moral justification to 
attacks upon life and property, such as the 
country has become too familiar with.’ 


Denies Each and Every One, 


„These are the charges brought against me, 
and surely they are grave enough. If true 
they unquestionably unfit me to occupy a re- 
.sponsible position as an instructor of youth 
in a great university. 

Taking up, first, the series of charges 
brought against my conduct and my charac- 
ter, I deny each and every one in each and 
every particular. Idefy the author of these 
base and cruel calumnies to prove one state- 
ment that he has made, and until he does so 
I shall hold him up to the public as an un- 
manly and shameless slanderer. I have 
never, to my knowledge, exchanged a word 
with a striking printer in Madison, I never 
entertained a walking delegate at my house, I 
never, so far as I can recollect, expressed any 
opinion about any strikes in Madison except 
to condemnthem. I never demanded of the 
printers for the society in question that they 
should make their office a union office, and 
the bills in possession of the Treasurer of the 
society show that they had all the printing 
there was, including work given after they 
had won their strike and made their office a 
non-union office. ; 

The short time which I may take does not 
permit further details of interest and impor- 
tance. The man who makes these charges 
against me is well known to his neighbors 
as a politician of the meaner sort, who, too 
small to appeciate the most important trust 
ever commit to him, betrayed it in his 
insensate love of notoriety. 

As to my views, I have nothing to retract. 
I may have modified my opinions, for only 
fools never change. and as the years have 

I have shared a common fate and be- 
come, on the whole, more conservative. But 
in the main, the views I now hold I have held 
for years, and they are so clearly expressed in 
my writings that no honest and intelligent 
man who reads my books with care need mis- 
understand them. 

Ad vised Against Strikes. 


„The assertion that I favor strikes and boy- 
cotts must impress the candid reader of my 
works as false and malignant. 
have I pointed to the disastrous rature of 
railwav strikes in particular and predicted the 
failure which we have recently witnessed. 
When the hard times were coming on, fore- 
seeing the probability of industial troubles, I 
commended to workingmen the advice not to 
strike, pointing out the probability of. fail- 
ure, and urged upon employers a conciliatory 

licy. This was in an article on The 

nem ployed’ in Harper’s Weekly. In a con- 
versation with me on these grounds the dis- 
tinguished Commissioner of Labor, C. D. 
Wright, bluntly pronounced the idea that 
anything I had said or done could have pro- 
moted strikes as ‘idiotic.’ 

„ As to trades unions, I have held and still 
hold that their province must bea limited 
one, and I expect less from them than econo- 
mists like Prof. Brentano and the late Thor- 
old Rogers. The old-fashioned striking trades 
union has outlived its time and usefulness. 
In my last two works—namely: ‘ Outlines of 
Economics’ and ‘Socialism and Social Re- 
torm I clearly show the limitations of labor 
organizations, 

But am I not a Socialist? On the contra- 
ry, I have thought that agriculture offered in- 
superabie obstacles to its proposed organiza- 
tion of industry, and I have maintained that 
even could socialism be organized and put in 
operation it would stop progress and over- 
throw our civilization. 

„% But what about anarchy? I was the first 
writer to examine exhaustiveiy, to expose, 
andto attack unsparingly auarchy in the 
United States.

Honey Boy,” and potpourries;*in which all the 
popular modern airsare played. As the upshot 
of this there were so many complaints to mem- 
bers of the West Park Board of the quality of 
the music that the honorable Commissioners 
felt it their duty to flre the military bgad 
and putin its place Nevans’ Band, led by 
Prof. Nowak. As Prof. Nowak happens to 
be a brother to Mr. Nowak, ex-member of the 
Legislature and now. clerk of the police’court 
at Maxwell Street Station, it began to be 
charged immediately that Nowak had used all 
his political pull to get his, musical brother's 
band in and the other band out. 
Crowd Was at the Fire. 

Nevans’ Band first appeared to show its 
quarters the night of the lumber-yard fire, 
Aug. 1, but everybody on the Southwest Side 
except about fifty lovers of music had gone 
to the fire and the band did not toot a single 
toot. But on the following Wednesday night 
the hornblowers appeared with great success. 
The way they advised John to get his gun was 
most spirited, while the manner in which they 
related the sad story of the girl who was léft 
behind in a shady spot in Ireland was pa- 
thetic. Atleast it moved everybody but the 
Bohemian players and, their sympathiz- 
ers. who declared the music was 
** rotten,” The military band men 
wanted the job back again, and those 
who favored their style of music joined them 
in a petition to the West Park Board, asking 
that the IIlinois State Military Band be rein- 
stated. The petition bore about a thousand 
names and was presented yesterday.

That 
body will meet again a.week from next Tues- 
day, the day before the holding of the last 
concert, 

President Moll of the West Park Boara 
said politics had notning to do with changing 
the bands. He had heard frequently that the 
military band’s music was not satisfactory, 
and some people even hinted that most of the 
members were amateurs, and the idea of an 
amateur band was something awful to con- 
template. Mr. Moll said, however, the peti- 
tion would receive kind attention from the 
board. 

ou may state positively for me.” said 
Mr. Moll, Jam rather against the plan of 
evening concerts in the parks, as they often 
draw objectionable people to them. We keep 
three men in citizens’ clothes all the time to 
preserve order at these concerts and to ferret 
out and eject obnoxious persons.

Protests Against Prohibiting Sunday Play.

O’Shea caused some merriment for in it 
he referred to the late President Garvey as a 
God-fearing man. The letter embodied a pro- 
test against the prohibition of Sunday pleas- 
ures in the south end of Garfield Park and 
stated that it was “such a recognition of 
Christian superstition that is opposed to the 
true spirit over the Constitution Later on the 
writer said: I did verbally protest to your 
late President, but, he being a God-fearing 
man. did nothing in the matter.“ 

The resignation of Assistant Engineer H. 
F. Dose was read and accepted. Ap ordi- 
nance providing for the erection of ornament- 
al steel or iron posts to support the trolley 
wire of the West Chicago Street railway com- 
pany on North avenue, from California to 
Kedzie, was unanimously passed. 

A protest from union carpenters against the 
employment of non-union men with them 
resulted in a motion by Commissioner Gra- 
ham to dispense with all non-union men, and 
the letter was referred to the Employment 
com mittee.

‘CROP REPORTS OF “PRAIRIE FARMER.” 


Unprecedented Drop in Condition of Corn 

. During the Month of July. 
The August crop report of the Prairie 
Farmer states that while conditions July 1 
showed the largest corn crop ever growna 


most liberal estimate Aug. 1 would indicate 


a yield decidedly under the average of recent 
years. During July there was a decline in 
condition of 20.3 points, the average Aug, 1 
being 74. Thid is the heaviest decline in one 
month ever known in the history of crop re- 
porting and is entirely the result of severe 
drought which prevailed over almost the en- 
tire corn beit. These conditions continued 
for the first ten days of August, so that no 
definite estimate of the probable crop can be 
made. The condition reported Aug. 1 would 
indisate a crop slightly under 1,700,000,000 
bushels. but it is not possible to say 
what further loss has been sustained since 
that date. The condition in leading States 
is: Ohio, 81; Indiana, 83; Illinois. 84; 
Iowa. 58; Missouri, 85; Kansas, 42; Ne. 
braska ; Indiana and Missouri alone at the 
date promised an average crop. Correspond- 
ents state that there isa much better yield of 
winter wheat than was anticipated and the 
- indications are that the crop will exceed 346. 
000,000 bushels. Spring wheat shows a de- 
cline of 1.8 points, condition standing at 
71.4. ‘Drought in Nebraska and South Da- 
‘kota is the cause of low condition. The pres- 
ent indications point toa spring wheat crop 
about the same as last year, when 150,000. 
bushels Were grown. This makes the 
indicated crop for the year about 500,000, 
000 bushels, was a free movement of 
wheat until the loss of corn became app: rent. 
It is the general testimony of correspondents 
that the movement will fall off rapidiy and 
that a lange part of the crop will be held to

CORN FAILS IN SOUTHERN ILLINOIS. 


Crops Reported Badly Damaged by the 
General Lack of Rain. 


SprINnGFIELD, III., Aug. 14.—The crop re- 


port for the week says: 
Except for the extreme northern connties, 
where the temperature has been about or slight- 
ly below the normal, the daily excess has aver- 
aged from 4° to 7“. The percentage of sunshine 
has been in excess of a seasonable amount. ‘The 
rains of the 10th and IIth. while 1 
low a seasonable average, appear to have n 
fairly distributed over the northern and central 
counties, many counties, especially those in the 
northeast part of the State, receiving rain for the 
first time in weeks. The most discouraging re- 
ports as to the condition of corn come from the 
southern counties, indicating that the upland 
corn is failing fast owing to the continyed 
drought and hot weather, and unless rain comes 
soon it will be dama beyond recovery. 
In some sections it is twisting badly. 
In the other counties, while there are some locali- 
ties where the crop is beyond redemption, the 
prospect since the late rains is more encourig- 
ing. On the bottoms, except in a few sections, 
the crop appears to be holding its own, but an 
immediate rain would be of the greatest benetzt. 
In some portions of Douglas, Edgar, and Morgan 
Counties the high wind of the 11th did consider- 
able damage by blowing the corn down. Some 
corn is being cut for fodder. Pastures are im- 
roving but slowly, and in many counties aro 
urned so badly that the farmers are obliged to 
feed stock. Gardens are also needing rain. 
Apples and peaches are still dropping from the 
trees. Thrashing of wheat and oats is nearing 
completion in the southern and central counties. 
Owing to the unfavorable condition of the 
ground Tall plowing is greatly retarded. Stock 
water is scarce and many wells are failing. 


RAIN COMES TO RELIEF OF CROPS. 


Showers in Parts of Illinois and Iowa That 
Will Help Corn. 

GAA, III., Aug. 14.—[Special. ]—The first 
heavy rain since June 16 fell here this morn- 
ing. The rain was accompanied by thunder 
and lightning and lasted nearly four hours, 
completely breaking the drought in this coun- 
ty. The farmers now look for a yield of oats, 
corn, and good fall pasturage. 

Mowraova, III., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—A 
heavy rain and electrical storm passed over 
this section of the State early this morning, 
cooling the temperature somewhat. The corn 
is greatly benefited. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 14.—A heavy show- 
er feli this morning, precipitating over one- 
half inch of rain. | 

Curmron, Ia., Aug. 14.—/[Special. ]—Another 
soaking rain fell in this district this — 
precipitating nearly one inch of water. It 
will greatly help corn in this vicinity, as the 
corn crop in the valleys had not been burned 
up as it was on the high lands. 

Davenport, Ia., Aug. 14.—Heavy rains 
drenched this section of the country this 
morning and the long summer drought seems 
to be broken. The storm was accompanied 
by high winds and severe lightning, which 
caused some losses in the 1 . 

Famnunv, III., Aug. 14.—/Special.]—A 
fine rain fell here today and from reports 
from all sides of Fairbury the rain must have 
deen general. It is too late to heip the corn 
crop, but it is a grand thing for pastures, 
which are revived. 

Anna, III., Aug. 14.— [Special. Heavy rain 
fell here today, breaking the drought, which has 
been causing serious damage to fruit, vegeta- 
bles, and grain. No rain had fallen here 
since July 4. Wells and cisterns have been 
dry. Fruit trees and strawberry vines have 
been largely killed and the tomato and melon 
crop much curtailed. The loss to growers in 
this fruit is heavy. The corn crop has also 
suffered greatly. Much more rain is needed. 

BioomineTon, III., Aug. 14.—[Special. |— 
Light showers fell in many places in this 
vicinity last night. This morning at day- 
break there was a heavy rainfall, lasting 
about one hour. The net result is a great im- 
provement in the condition of the corn crop 
in McLean County. 


IMPROVEMENT IN WISCONSIN CROPS. 


Slight Showers Relieve the Drought Con- 


ditions in Many Sections, ‘ 

Mirwauxkk, Wis., Aug. 14.—The weather 
crop bulletin for the week ending today says: 
Another week of dry weather, though a slight 
improvement over lest week is noted on account 
of showers Friday and Saturday over a consider- 
able portion of the State. The showers were gen- 
ally light, though in some counties the rainfall 
as sufficient torevive vegetation and check for- 
est fires. The best watered portions of the State 
were Green, Portage, and Lafayette Counties, 
where many rains are reported. A severe storm 
visited Delmont, Lafayette County, doing great 
damage to-crops, buildings, etc. Except in the 
above counties the drought is unbroken and crogs 
are sufferi severely.

The correspondent in Wood 
County writes, Crops all destroyed by drought, 
frost. and fire.. Will make no more reports this 
bar. Tobacco is doing well in most sections. 
hrashing is in progress, and a good yield is ro- 
ported in all sections. and much better than was 
expected. The creamery men report the milk 
supply has fallen off about one-half on 
account of. the failure of pastures. 
Feeding of stock has become quite general. The 
average amount of rain which should have fallen 
during the last week is about .70 of an inch.

ILLINOIS FORESTERS iN A ROW. 


The High Court Meeting Breaks Up and a 
New Body Is Formed, 

The High Court of the State of Illinois of 
the Independent Order of Foresters met yes- 
terday in Madison Hall, No. 146 Wast Madi- 
son street, and broke up in a row.

POLICE SEIZE LAND. 


HEROIO MEASURES TAKEN TO SE- 
OURE SMALLPOX BARRAOKS. 


No One in Milwaukee Willing to Sell His 
Property for the Desired Purpose and 
the Board of Health Uses Force to Se- 
cure What It Wants—- Water Main at 
Minneapolis Found to Have Been Shut 
Off for a Year—General News from the 
North west. 

Milwaunzz, Wis., Aug. 14.—([Special.]— 
Early this morning a squad of police under 
the direction of the Health Department went 
to the Northern portion of the city and seized 
an eighty-acre tract of land on which bar- 
racks for smallpox patients will be, erected. 


The property which has been seized is owned . 


by the Pfister estate. No one would give up 
property for the purpose and it had to be 
forcibly seized and a squad of police put on 
it to retain possession. Three large barracks 
will be erected on the property where all 
future cases of smallpox will be 
cared for. The site chosen for the 
barracks is four miles from the center 
of the smallpox contagion. There are no 
cases of smallpox in the Eighteenth Ward and 
the residents of that section of the city claim 
that the Health Department is needlessly ex- 
posing them to the disease, as the patients 
taken to the barracks will have to be driven 
through the i the business portior of 
the city and also through the populous resi- 
dent district of the East Side. The fears of 
the Health Department that the mobs of last 
week would result in the spread of the dis- 
ease are bei realized, as twelve new cases 
were reported today. 

A. B. Geilfuss, who for years has been the 
moving spirit of the Commercial Bank and 
its Vice-President. is no longer connected 
with that institution.

No One Knew of It in Minneapolis Until 
a Few Days Ago. 

Minneapouis, Minn., Aug. 14.—[ Special.] 
— (Che big twenty-four inch main, which un- 
derlies the river bed, crossing into East Min- 
neapolis at Twentieth avenue, N., has been 
shut off for almost a year, and nobody knew 
anything about it until a few days ago. The 
insufficiency of the water pressure in North- 
east Minneapolis has been the subject of re- 
mark fora year.

FIRE-FIGHTERS IN OONVENTION. 


Chiefs of Brigades Meet at Montreal and 
Get Down to Business, 

Montreal, Que., Aug. 14.—|Special.]—The 
twenty-second annual convention_of the Na- 
tional Association of Fire Engineers of Amer- 
ica opened at Windsor Hall here at nogn to- 
day. The Stars and Stripes were displayed 
above the platform with the inscriptions: 
„Thrice Welcome, and Bievenu.“ Presi- 
dent Foley of the association occupied the 
chair. With him were Chief Benoit, Ald. Steven- 


son, Chairman of the Fire Committee; Alfred 


Perry, the Montreal octogenarian pioneer fire- 
man; J. A. Chapleau, Lieutenant-Governor, 
with aide-de-camp; Mayor Villeneuve, and 
other prominent persons. Ald. Steven- 
son read a letter of regret from Lord 
Aberdeen, who is absent in the Mari- 
time Provinces with the Countess. Lieut.- 
Gov. Chapleau was the first speaker. He 
welcomed the visitors and referred to the 
Union Jack and Stars and Stripes being side 
by side as symbolic of harmonious rela- 
tions existing between the two great Anglo- 
Saxon nations. Mayor Villeneuve then read 
an address of welcome. Chiefs Humphrey 
of Pittsburg, Taylor of Richmond, Va., Ab- 
bott and Damrell of Boston, and William 
Dudley White of Milwaukee replied. Busi- 
ness was taken up at 4 o'clock and the ses- 
sion occupied in receiving and examining cre- 
dentials. This evening the visitors were 
taken around town dy citizens. A 
number visited the Shamrock lacrosse 
grounds to witness the ceremony of trooping 
the colors performed by the Royal Scots 
regiment and an exhibition fancy drill by tne 
Hrhland Cadets. All visitors wearing badges 
are entitled to free transportation on street- 
cars during the convention. An exhibition 
of fire-fighting and life-saving appuratus at 
Victoria Rink is largely attended. Chief 
Swenie of Chicago informed the corre- 
spondents and the local press representa- 
tives that reports of troubles of the Chi- 
cago fire brigade during the recent strike had 
been greatly exaggerated. The work of the 
brigade had not been seriously interfered 
with. The brigade had a busy time, however, 
There are about 600 delegates here, including 
a large Western contingent. 


ILLINOIS MINERS ARF TO MEBT. 


They Will Try te Adjust the Differences 
in the Wage Scale. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Aug. 14.—[Special.]—In 
view of the differences existing in the scale of 
wages under which the miners in Llllnois are 
working State President J. A. Crawford and 
State Secretary W. J. Guymon of the United 
Mine Workers of America have issued a call for 
a State convention of the miners of Illinois, to 
meet in this city Tuesday, Aug. 21. The 
reason given for issuing the call is the fact 
that the northern, central, and southern coal 
fields of Illinois are working on differ- 
ent scales of prices as varied and far 
removed from each other ag are the 
various coal fields of the State, and such 
surroundings are conducive to discontent in 
the ranks of the miners. The subjects to be 
considered are: The adjustment of the scale 
of mining rates throughout Min Districts 
Nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, and 5; the establishment and 
maintenance of subdistrict organizations 
throughout the various fields of the State; the 
propagation and maintenance of the State or- 
ap throughout Illinois. The local 
odges aré entitled to one delegate for each 
100 members. 

BrrMInGHAM, Ala., Aug. 14.—[Special.]— 
The great mivers' strike, which began in this 
district April 14, involving 8,000 men, cost- 
ing nearly a dozen human lives in all and 
many thousands of dollars to the State and 
mine operators in protecting property and to 
the miners by the loss of work, was settled 
today so far as the Tennessee Coal, Iron, and 
Railroad company is concerned. The miners 
accepted the 3714 cents per ton compromise. 


GOOD SOORES AT OAMP DOUGLAS. 


Men of the Second Sattalion, First Regi- 
ment of Wisconsin, Shoot Well. 

Camp Dova.as, Wis., Aug. 14.—[Special. ]— 
The work of the First Regiment today was 
merely routine. The Second Battalion shot 
on the range and most of the men qualified as 
skirmishers by making a total of forty points 
at 200 and 300 yards. The First Battalion 
drilled during the forenoon in extended order, 
advance guard, and outpost duty. The morn- 
ing’s work was tedious, and would have been 
more successful had more attention been given 
in home drill to the schooling and practice of 
guides. The company recently organized at 
Racine, with James W. Greely as Captain, is 
complimented for the comparatively good 
work it is doing.

EVANSTON OBEW’S BOAT PRAOTIOE. 


Breaks the Record for Righting Its Cap- 
sized Lifeboat. 

The Evanston life-saving crew performed 
its annual capsize drill otf the life-saving 
station at Evanston yesterday at 5 p.m. The 
crowd that gathered along the Sheridan road 
and filled the adjacent piers and break waters 
numbered fully 2,000 persons. After pre- 
liminary practice with the oars the crew sud. 
denly upset the boat, which floated bottom up. 
In a remarkably short time the craft was 
righted and the men clambered over the sides 
amid applause. This performance was re- 
peated at intervals six times, the crew mak- 
ing its best record and beating its pfevious 
record of 25 seconds, made last year, the sixth 
time. Thetime made on this trial was 23 
seconds. After the last capsize the men 
jumped into the water and swam ashore, a 
distance of 100 yards. The crew, with the 
exception of the Captain, is composed of stu- 
dents of Northwestern University, and has 
the distinction of having the best record in 
the capsize drill of any life-saving crew in the 
United States service.
